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Prices Stay Up If 


Wages Rise Again 


C. of C Tells CIO 


Jackson 
Terms Union's 


Contention "Economic 


Mirage" in Reply 


Washington, Dec. 18—(AP)— 


The United States Chamber of 
Commerce conceded today that 
"many prices are too high" but 
declared that a new round of wage 
increases will make reducing them 
"impossible". 


The chamber gave 
industry's 


first full-dress reply to the CIO 
contention that industry can af- 
ford wage increases ranging up to 
25 per cent without raising prices 
or substantially disturbing profit 
returns. 


"Economic mirage" was the re- 


buttal of William- K. 
Jackson, 


president of the chamber. He said 
any wage increases will be accom- 
panied by "closely corresponding 
price increases". 


Criticizes CIO Keport 


Jackson submitted an analysis 


of the report made recently for the 
CIO by Robert R. Nathan, private 
economist and former deputy war 
mobilization director for the gov- 
ernment. The analysis contended 
both Nathan and the CIO had used 
facta "carelessly". 


Nathan said industry pro'fits are 


at an all-time high, even exceed- 
ing war levels. The chamber main- 
tained they are "below normal". 


The CIO report contended work- 


ers' "real" earnings have declined 
from a 1945 peak. The chamber 
asserted that "by the autumn of 
this year the wage worker was 
• still substantially ahead in real 
wages of his position before the 
war or before the depression of the 
1930s". 


Xew Drive is Seen 


The whole argument over the 


meaning of statistics, most of 
which were obtained by both sides 
from the government, is a-prelude 
to the CIO wage drive for 1947. 
The CIO Auto Workers already 
have asked for a 23.5 cents an 
hour increase. Somewhat similar 
asking figures are expected from 
the- big- CIO steel and electrical 
workers union, as well as other

GOP Sets Sights 


on Short Session 


Washington, Dec. 18.—(AP)— 


House Republicans, mindful of 
their pre-election promise to "take 
the government out of the peo- 
ple's hair." are planning for the 
new session of congress to be 
short and snappy. 


Lending credence to reports that 


the party leadership doesn't want 
congress to stay in Washington 
any longer than necessary, Rep. 
Joseph W. Martin, Jr., of Massa- 
chusetts, who becomes speaker on 
January 3. told reporters he hopes 
all business will be finished by 
July 1. 


The reorganization law enacted 


last summer requires congress to 
adjourn each session at the end of 
July, unless an emergency arises. 
Martin doesn't want it to stay in 
session that long. 


Cite Reasons 


A short meeting, influential Re- 


publicans contend, is likely to 
mean fewer laws that might cause 
public dissatisfaction, and would 
allow lawmakers to concentrate on 
"must" legislation. 


Present Republican plans" calls 


for major emphasis on legislation 
dealing with labor, budget balanc- 
ing and taxes. 


Committees already have been 


directed to have bills ready as 
soon as possible on appropriations, 
income tax reduction,1 letting war 
controls, housing and labor. 


Not since before the war emer- 


gency has congress adjourned as 
early as July. During the war it 
frequently was in almost constant 
session. The last session adjourned 
on August 2.

Stassen Rips Lid 


Off Presidential 
Nomination 'Fight 


Washington, Dec. 18 — (AP) — 


Harold E. Stassen ripped the lie 
off the 1948 Republican presiden- 
tial nomination battle today by de- 
claring his candidacy on an im- 
mediate platform of changing the 
Wagner Labor Relations Act.. 


The 39-year-old three-time gov- 


ernor of Minnesota and former 
Havy captain added that he is out 
to steer the GOP along a "truly 
liberal path". 


One of his first efforts, Stassen 


told a news conference yester- 
day, will be directed 
toward 


amending the Wagner Act to pre- 
scribe a "set of unfai r practices" 
:or labor such as "mass picket- 
ing". Practices now spelled out as 
unfair in this law apply only to 
management. 


Stassen said he wants to "bal- 


ance up this collective bargain- 
ing". 


His announcement, unexpected 


only because of its timing so long 
before the 1948 nominating con- 
vention, came after Senator Van- 
denberg of Michigan and Senator 
raft of Ohio had told reporters

(By The Associated Press) 


The president's economic advis- 
ory council foresees: 


1. A possible business "dip" in 


1947 moderate and brief; avoidable 
if business and labor settle their 
disputes. 


2. A bright outlook for jobs and 
production thereafter 
for "some 
years ahead". 


3. A long-term future bringing 


"new 
high levels" of 
prosperity 


and free from serious depressions 
—but only through prompt plan- 
ning and action in the next few 
"easy" years. 


The council recommends: 
1. That "free competitive enter- 
prise"—which includes unions—be 
given maximum freedom to solve 
wage, price and profit problems. 


2. That the government play a 
supporting role of 
"stimulating 
and guiding". 


3. That taxes and federal spend- 
ing be controlled "vigorously" to 
put a brake on booms, or boost 
the public buying power, as need- 
ed.

Washington, De. 18—(AP) — 


The president's Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers today predicted a 
more than ordinarily favorable 
outlook for jobs and production 
for "some years ahead." 


A temporary "dip" may come in

ard Baruch.' " 


Baruch's letter asserted, "The

I never 
communicated with the president 
on this subject, x x x I expect 
you to correct this error which, 
I should*think, is an unfortunate 
way to begin a new job depending 
on public coufidence." 


Wallace's secretary said he had 


not received the letter yet and 
therefore could not comment. 


Bataan Will Pays Off 


To War Buddy Survivor 
Cincinnati. Dec. 18—(AP) — 


Staff Sgt. Ray F. Holland was 
$1,700 richer today because he 
preserved a holographic will pen- 
ned by a war buddy during their 
imprisonment by the Japanese on 
Bataan. 


In the will, written on note 


paper, Holland was made sole ben- 
eficiary by James O'Conner, a 
Cincinnati soldier who was lost in 
the sinking of a Jap prison ship. 


Attorneys representing Holland, 


who now is with the army air 
corps in Orlando, Fla., said O'Con- 
nor's relatives agreed to a $1,700 
settlement after Holland presented 
the will to Probate Judge Frank 
S. Bonhanl. The total value of the 
soldier's^estate was about $5,000. 


Holland said he had c&ncealecl 


the will on his person during the 
subsequent months of his imprii- 
onment.

Washington, Dec. 18—(AP)— 


Edward P. Terry, former secre- 
tary to Senator Bilbo (D-Miss), 
testified today that A. B. Friend 
told him last April that if he 
told what he knew about his for- 
mer boss he would be killed. 


He said that Friend, a war con- 


tractor 
and Bilbo's 
campaign 


manager in last summer's elec- 
tion, delivered the warning to him 
while entertaining Terry and his 
wife at dinner hi a Mississippi 
hotel. 


He quoted Friend as saying: 
"Ed, if you take any part in 


this campaign or tell what you 
know on Senator Bilbo you'll be 
killed." 


Terry, testifying at a senate 


war contracts investigation, said 
that later in the evening Mrs 
Terry asked Friend if Bilbo was 
going to kill her husband. 


"He said no," Terry recounted, 


"there were two men going to do 
the job." 


Wanted Bilbo to Ix>se 


Terry said he was "very much 


upset" but was "interested in de- 
feating Senator Bilbo" on account 
of the threat. He said he talked 
the matter over with friends, and 
they advised him to make a state- 
ment of the facts and go on to 
Florida, where he had started a 
business. 


"And if I slipped on a banana 


peel the people of 
Mississippi 


would know who to accuse," Ter- 
ry added. 


Terry said he gave out a sworn 


statement that his life had been 
threatened, but C. Phillips, a re- 
porter for the Meridian 
(Miss) 


Star, told him he wouldn't print 
it without talking to Friend. Phil- 
lips afterward reported, he re- 
lated, that Friend said he was not 
going to kill Terry but that two 
men were. 


Phillips told him, Terry .went 


on, that after,,talking with Friend, 
friend "caUesJ-rback,~'kfeversM him- 
self, and said -that I was lying." 


He said Phillips told him about 


the talk with Friend while Terry 
was in a Quitman, Miss., hospital 
last Sunday. 


Terry said that after he re- 


ceived the threat from Friend, he 
made a trip to St. Louis and upon 
his return to Mississippi was in- 
terviewed 
by internal 
revenue 


agents about Bilbo's income tax 
returns. Terry said he spent al- 
most an entire day with the 
agents and "they unfolded to me 
information that I didn't know 
about."

Appeal Bond $3,000 


The act provides for the pro- 


portional classification of public 
roads and railroads which are 
benefitted by the construction of 
drainage works, and the determi- 
nation of such classification on 
the basis of benefit to the railroad. 


The Chicago & Northwestern 


contended in the suit, which opened 
here Dec. 2, that there is no pro- 
vision in the Farm Drainage act 
for the classification of roads not 
in existence at the time of the 
construction of drainage facilities,

It's the saga of a poor boy who made good—an old fashioned 


yarn in the best Frank Merriwell tradition. 


Phil, now one of the National 


league's highest salaried stars, was 
only a poor Chicago lad when he 
began playing baseball at the age 
of 10. 


He attended Lane Tech high 


school and carved quite a name as 
a 
pitcher, twirling a 
no-hitter 


among other accomplishments. In 
1934 
Cavarretta inked a Cub con- 


tract. 
He performed in the out- 


field, at first and at third bases in 
23 games, then transferred to Read- 
ing of the New York-Perm league 
for 83 games. Before autumn Phil 
was back at \Vrig ley Field for seven. 
NL contests. 


The following summer he 
re- 


placed Manager Charlie Grimm at 
the initial sack and helped the 
Bruins win the flag. 
More about 


that later. 


As time passed, the silent Italian- 


descended Cavarretta became bet- 
ter and better. He was noted for 
a 
never-say-die spirit and soon 


became known as the "ball player's 
ball player." 
I'hil Cavarrettiui 


In 19-43. "Philibuck'' came through with the highest but- 


ting average of his career. .-i91. 
Again in 1944 he paced 


the club's attack hy stroking; .321. 
And sru.son before la-,1 


he nticked his way along ro a neat .35.) mitrk, tops in 
the league, while the Cubs won the pennant. The feat fated 
him for most valuable player honors, perhaps the greatest 
award in his career. 
Phil has always been a favorite of Cub patrons. 
A majority of 
rans rate him most popular of all Grimm's charges. 


This constitutes the background of the veteran star who ap- 


peared at a Lincoln school assembly yesterday. 


Before the program we asked the 12-year major leaguer, now 


only 29 years old, how the Cubs would do next summer. 


"I'll guarantee we'll be belter than last year. 
Those injuries 


really got us down. 
Of course we'ie not expecting such a larg 


dose of misfortune in 1947 


"It looks as if I'll be playing in the outfield." Did Phil piefer 


the outfield to first base? "No. I really like first base because I've 
played there most of the time.'' At this writing it appears Cavar- 
retta has the right slant on things. 
Eddie Waitkus turning in a 


brilliant job this summer and since Phil is also an accomplishec 
flyhawk the shift doubly helps the team. 


"Waitkus is a coming ball player," Phil added. "He should be one 


of the game's outstanding stars." 


That much discussed Wrigley Field background composed of 


white-shirted bleacherite? "isn't the Best background in baseball" ac- 
cording to Cavarretta. "But there's not much we can do but make 
the best of it." 


The conversation switched to the Cardinals, as hot stove league 


talks so often do of late. "The Cardinals didn't surprise me—I'd 
played against 'em," Philibuck grinned. 
"They're a scrappy, fight- 


ing; ball club." 


To get back to Phil's first year in the big time, there's, a 


Ripley twist bound up in the yarn. 
In Cavarretta's initial 


appearance at the plate as a Cub he thumped a home run to 
clinch a 1-0 victory. 
Exactly one year later he faced 


"Dizzy" Dean and pounded another homer. The blow gave 
the Chicagoans a similar 1-0 win and clinched the 1935 pen- 
nant! The modest Cavarretta still rates that double-homer 
feat his biggest diamond thrill. 
Another interesting tale was spun by Al Zei'n, who accompanied 


Phil to Dixon. 
"During- the 1945 World Series at -Detroit I was sit- 


ting- near Mayor Kelly's box and saw the mayor flash Phil some sort 
of sign as he came to bat. Phil socked a home run, the only Chicago 
round-tripper of the series. 


"After the game I asked Phil about the sign. It turned out the 


mayor was imploring him to hit a homer for good ol' Chicago and 
Phil came through!" 


One thing troubled us. 
Those city series beatings had proved 


rather painful. 
"Well, I can't account for it." Phil answered. 
"It 


seems that every time we play, no matter how good we are or how 
poor the-Spx. are, we lose." .
